On the full time farming plan the maximum financial 
assistance is $6000. Of this the maximum for land and. 
buildings is $4800 and $1200 additional for chattels. The 
veteran must make a down payment of 10 % on the land 
afyl improvements. Then he may borrow up to $1200 to 
buy cattle and so on 'with no interest charged. He con¬ 
tracts to repay two-thirds of the cost of land and im¬ 
provements, over a period of 25 years with interest at 
The whole scheme is designed for permanent set¬ 
tlement, hence the care in original selection, and a con¬ 
siderable period before a man is given title. 

Advances on small holdings near towns or cities are 
on somewhat the same principle designed for the man 
who has a job and is not entirely dependent on the 5 or 
10 acres which he may desire to augment his wages. 
Advances for this purpose appear to be finding favor, 
providing a desirable type of home life for men so 
inclined. » < 

The regional offices now in operation are negotiating 
for land in suitable areas. For the most part such land 
will be held till after the war, for obvious reasons, one 
of which is that there is neither lumber nor machinery 
available to launch out at present. But everything is 
planned in detail, so that with the end of the war and 
return of the farm-experienced veteran, little time will 
be lost in establishing him in work with which he is 
familiar and has a good chance of success.

FARM SETTLEMENT WELL 
PLANNED 


TMUCH is heard of post-war planning and the means 
by which returned men are to be absorbed into the 
world of civilian employment. Not all the plans are well 
defined, especially those relating to industrial absorp¬ 
tion. But the Soldier Farm Settlement Board is one 
group that has its future well charted, with details 
worked out, and everything organized. There will un¬ 
doubtedly be unexpected weaknesses and occasional dis¬ 
satisfaction, but in a general way the advance planning 
seems wholly admirable. It has sought to rectify the 
mistakes made in farm settlement aftfer the last war, 
and the terms of repayment seem very fair. Everything 
of course, hinges on the continuation of reasonable pri¬ 
ces for farm products, and every political party in Can¬ 
ada must realize that this is the basic factor in success¬ 
ful rural settlement and progress. But, granted that 
depression prices do not come back^ the returned man 
who qualifies as eligible for farm settlement should 
have no fear of the future and eventual ownership.

F)° y° u remember the “Change of Address” form which 
you filled out when you moved your civilian home? After 
that was filed at your local Post Office, every letter sent to your 
old address had to be redirected to the new one, and that went 
on until your correspondents were familiar with your new 
location.

Principles of control are grouped 
under five separate headings and 
when used together, or in combina¬ 
tions suitable for local conditions, are 
designed to reduce losses from this 
insed. All these tontrol measure^ fit 
into the normal procedure of farming 
practice and entail very little in the 
way of additional expenditure of la¬ 
bour or materials. 

Late Seeding for Crop 

Ine: Order of seeding. First seed 
wheat traps, then sawfly resistant 
crops (oats, barley, flax), and delay 
seeding of the wheat crop as late as is 
reasonably safe. When wheat seed¬ 
ing is delayed the plants are not suit¬ 
able for oviposition when the sawfly 
fi ght begins and will thus escape 
damage.
